Prior art cited 

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

• Kawakami et al (USPN 6,474,883) discloses a lever to open the cover (Fig.2: 
element 5, 7). However, Kawakami fails to teach a stops able to act together 
with sides of the chassis, this stops acts as a fulcrum in older to cause the 
rotation of the cover relative to the chassis as the present invention. 

• Aoyama et al. (USPN 5,779,371 ) disclose a lever to open/close the cover (Fig.1 : 
element 18). However, Kawakami fails to teach a stops able to act together with 
sides of the chassis, this stops acts as a fulcrum in older to cause the rotation of 
the cover relative to the chassis as the present invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-11 is the inclusion a 
device for unlocking a compartment of an opening mechanism in a 
thermal printing mechanism comprising stops able to act together with 
sides of the chassis, this stops acts as a fulcrum in older to cause the 
rotation of the cover relative to the chassis.
